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this should not be done. The conniry has
already paid much more than the cost of

pl’il‘l!ing peveral thonsund coples of “"Fornoy
on Kuropa' for the diplomatie eifasions of one
of Mr, Forney's fellow-laborers in the Propa-

ation of virtue and Hberty: sod while Mr.
foward's ootavosare greatly more voluminons
than the duodecimo before us, they are not a
bit more iostructive and not nearly so
‘m“ﬁlnf.

That i to say, if a well-regulated mind can
permit itgelf to be amnied rather than to be
angered by the exhibition of human fetaity,
ignorance, and fmpudence, in their ripest and
most offensive exuberance. Concerning this
we have our doubts. Whether to langh at
Forney or to lash him, be ““discrestest, vir-
tnousest, best,”” we eannot sasily decide. In
hig ridioulous sepeots as an anthor, Forney, it
mugt be remembered, although extremely
oomical, 8 nlso extremely insignificant. Xe
writea amazing balderdash about things and
people, but * Vizerunt stulti ante Johannem,"
and consldered merely as a specimen noodls it
would hardly be worth while to Impale
him. It is only becanss this blundering
twaddler really is a representative man of the
great Repnblican party by which this coun-
iry is just now ruled, that we feel moved to
think of him at all, and when we think
of him in this way he exazperates much more
than he entertaing us. It is homiliating that
such a farrago of trash as these “'Letters’ of
his should be put before mankind as the pro-
duction of & person conspicuouns among the
leaders of a great American party. Of the
many griefs we bear against our radical foe-
men in polities, this is the sorest grief of all,
that they have saddled the Unlon with a
dynasty of dunces. To be trampled upon
and kicked can never be agreeable; but there
are quadrupeds noble and guadrnpeds ig-
noble; and if we must be stamped upon and
ran over, it were at least desirable to mest
our (ste at the hoofs of “stallions shod with
’rel"

Let the reader then bear with us, if in show-
ing him what manner of stuff thiz bicephalons
radical editor and Secretary of the Senate
thinks fit to print and index for the edification
ofjmankind, we mnf ocoasionally seem to have

lost our tempers, is & conceded fact that,
under certain provooations, even a saint may
swear. We proceed at once to set forth our

provocations.

In the firet place, then, Forney’s tricks with |

the English langnage are enough to bring up
Lindley Murray ont of his grave, and drive
that peaceful Quaker to the last extromities of
pereonal violence. He begius on his very first
page by sayiog that he wrote the latters which
he now publishes in book form, not only to
gonvey ‘*his bonest impressions” about mat-
tere and things to the readers of his two
pers, both daily, but also to “occupy the
dours of anxiety comwmon to all straugers in
lands,”” Now what under heaven ocan

this mean ! What are “‘the Lours of anxiety

[_'_omon to all strangers in foreign lands?™

That Forney shonld have had his own parti-
omlar “hours of anxiety’’ is conceivable,

epough, nor is it wholly inconceivable
‘however improbable it may be,
he should have preferred to

drown his cares in a bottle of ink rather
than in a pot of beer. He very likely had
many uneasy moments when thinking of what
his chances might be of keeping his place in
‘the Benate, or meditating how to equare the
wircle of his official accounts, or reflecting on
the subscription lists of his two papers, ™ both
dni‘.:iy." But for most ‘‘strapgers in foreign
lands,” the ‘“'hours of anxiety’’ which they
experience are made such by problems of trans-
mizsion chielly, and s0 are consumed in cus-
tom honses or passport bureaus, or other
similar and even less commodions places.
Does Forney wish us to believe that he penned
these epistles of his while the minions of
tyranny were fumbling among his socks and
oravats in his carpet-bag, or that they dropped
from his interior being in those moments of

ristaltic seolngion which bring dejection at

tervals alike to the simpleton and
to the sange, to the traveller and to
the hermit, to the peasant in his

coitage and to the prince within his palace
walls ! For any substance of thought in what
he says, and for any savor of sweelness or
charm in his way of saying it, this, to be sare,
might be credible. His incoberence is simply
wonderful. On his way over in the Bcotia, for
example, ‘‘he was agreeably surprised to find
himself almost wholly unndistarbed by this
new experience of a life at #ea, in the last
bours of'’ his voyage! The “stady’’ of the
same sleamer’s ‘‘splendid proportions, won-
derful accommodations, and resistless march
through the sea,”” made him ‘'marvel that
anybody on board should mnot fesl compara-
tively comfortable,” and this the more
¥ that “no incident marred the voyage,”’

that the ship had ‘‘twenty Philadel-

on board.”” He was greatly im-

ed also by the “‘congeniality’’ of the

p’s company, and came to the astonishing
gonclusion that ‘‘when we separate the re-
t at parting will be ingreased by the recol-
fon that our intercourse might have been
profitably prolonged !”* It is quite usual, of
oourse, to regret one's separation from people
in exaot proportion to the unprofitableness of
interconrss with them ! But how does one go
abont to “recollect’” what “might have
been '’ Forney was tremendously delighted
beonuse George Peabody crossed the Atlantio
with bhim and spent much time, as he says, in
“giudying,”’ tKg verbs to “‘study” and to
“istare’ being with Forney synonymous, the
“iyenerable philauthropist,” as he *‘lay dozing
on sofas.” He came to the conclusion that
Mr, Peabody's head “‘rivals the best of the
old aristocracy,” and also that his werk
“igilences hypereritivism,’”” In the same con-
meotion Foruey feals bound to lament that “‘the
British aristooraoy do not respond to the call
of a genial philanthropy,’’ and’that “none but
an American san truly feel for the sufferings of
the unfriended poor.” At the same tims,
while pronouncing this maxim, he could not
bat remember that in regard to Earope *how-
over much he had read of it, he should donbt-
less be almest as strangs as poor Robinson
Crusoe, when he was leit, surprised and soli-
tary, on the laland of Juan Fernandes | for all
experience tolls that the most careful student
of foreign habits and history finds all his con-
oeptions at fanlt and all his ealonlationa baf.
fled when he applies the surer test of actual
observation and personal contact.” After
ibinking out this striking thought, Forney
retired to take a little “‘subterransan repose,’’

the fawning Forney profitably by requesting
him to “'strike out the whole pussage refarring
to Girard and Smitheon."

Onge Janded in the Old World, Forney was
“w? much edified’ at Liverpool to find the
peopla destitute of ‘‘greenbacks and small
currency.’” Some "‘very amusiog mistakes,’
be tells us, ““were the result of this remark-
able state of things,'” but the final npshot of it
wak lo make Forney nore than sver anxions
for the return of specle payments in the
United Btates.” After which he retired to
yest for his first night in England, and waa not
gurpriged, nor will anybody else be, to find his
“slomber visited by conflicling and illogioal
vislone.’' It was no hetter with him when he
awoke the next day, nor, indeed, throughout
bis tour. His book is one long ind gestion,
To follew him throughout its “conflicting and
illogical'” chapters would give one the night-
mare for a lifetime. He seems to have taken
his comparison of himeelf to Robinson Crusos
as a “happy thonght,'’ and procesds to speak
of Grest Britaip, ¥rance, Switzerland, and
Germany asg il no civilized fool before his own
had ever trod those remote and mysterions
shoreg,

Going down by rail from Halifax to Liver-
pool, at the rate of thirty miles an hour, he
was surprised Lthat no “living objeet inter-
rupted or threatened his progress,’” and having
neither been thrown off the rails by a herde of
banditti mor run over a Sunday school, he
came to the conclusion ‘‘that the absence of
human beings from these fertile and shining
acres proved the presence of the government
of the aristooracy.” The “‘aristooracy,” in-
deed, were always on his mind, but he was
nevertheless greatly pleased with what he
describes as the “exclusive little snuggeries”
of the English railway carriages, and he takes
immenss eatisfaction in stating that ha went
over a carpet factory o company with the
“son of & baronet.” [t alio made a profound
impression upon him that a “‘member of Par-
lisment in a railway ocar,'’ ghould have told
him that the “'inevitable suocess of the plan
of reconstruotion proved Americans to be a
wonderiul race,’”

In London Forney quite exoceeded himself,
He thought the Parlinment Honses “‘so rich in

recions historical reminiscences, that the

ritish statesmen could have probably dali-
berated nowhere elee with any desire to keep
before them the warnings of thefr own his-
tory.”” What this surprising sentence means
only Heaven and Bumper know. To mortals
itia a hard saying. His fine perception of
character was illustrated in the l:}()fuaa of Com-
m¢ng by his detection of a resemblance be-
tween Charles Eumner and—Mr, Gladstons,
who are really just as much like one another
as the late New York elections were like a
Republican victory, or as Forney is like
Robloeon Crusoe. He pays  his radical
employers of the Benate in general, how-

| ever, the left-handed compliment of being

genrprised to find “*Mr. Dizraeli's voice
and manner those of o genlleman.” Concern-
ing political matters in England, Fornay, two
weeks alter his landing, discourses finally and
with prophetic wisdom. The insight of

Bunshy meets in this great man with the elo-’

quence of Llijsh Pogram. The fature,’ he
gaith, “will take care of itself. Whether the
end gees the overthrow of monarchy or not, it
will assuredly witdess the victory of the
people. The English are governed more b
their religions, political, and literary tradi-
tions than almost any other race, excepting
always the American! It will be some gens-
rations before they decide upon the experi-
ment of a republie, unless, indeed, they are
hurried into another revolution.”

Take away the Seoretaryship of the Sanate
from a thinker of this force and profandity !
The idea is-monatrous ! He has had such ex-
perience, too! 'When he listened to Disraali
on the Reform hill his mind “went back
twenty years,”' to the time when, “‘as & Demo-
eratic editor,”’ he (Iorney) “‘read and reviewed
in the |Washington Umion that remarakable
novel ‘éoningaby,’ " upon which he glorified
Ged ““that the views expressed by him of Mr,
Dieraeli, while he waa the editor of a Demo-
oretic pro-slavery paper, are made good whila
be is colperating with the only trune Demo-
cracy in the world—the Republican party of
America!”

Turn this man ont of the Becretaryship of
the Fenate! There is maduvess in the thought,
“Mr. Bright and his friends'’ got punished for
their Amerioan sympathies by undergoing a
good deal of Forney. What they suffered they
of course have been too politetosay. Formey,
on his part, exclaims:—*‘I have never experi-

enced rarer pleasure than in listening to
them. How well they understand our par-
ties | 1t was an agreeabls surprise to find my

hiumble name almost familiar to them."

No feature in the brutal tyranny of the
British aristocracy more shocked and grisved
Forney than the expensiveness of the opera.
“A glance at these prices,’’ ecries Forney,
“gufliciently proves the imposaibility of the

oorer classes in England enjoying operatic
gumoniu.” In our free and happy land, as
is well known, nothing is more common than
for a dock laborer or & coal-heaver, after his
day's work is dome, to buy a palr of white
kid gloves, and his evening in an orohes-
tra stall at the Academy of Musio. The
superiority in every pariisnlar of all soris
and kinds of things and people in America was
gontinually borne in uponthe ample brain of
Forney, and he addoces the most unex-
peetu{illuurluona of this great truth. By
way of proving, for instance, that ‘“none but
an American can respond to the call of a
genial philanthropy,”’ Forney informs us that
Mr. Peabody's generous gift to the London
poor has already stimulated one Englishman
to bestow a sum of thirty thousand pouuds
upon the Peabody Fund, while it has moved
Mr. A. T. Btewart, of New York to “procure
copies of the plans, and photographs of the
buildings,”

As to Britigh religion, Forney evidently has
more piety in his little fnger than John Bull
in his body. He went to hear Spurgeon, and,
though he saw at once that ‘‘we have twenty
more powerful and oullivated divines in
Philadelphia,” he recognized the vast merits
of that eminent preacher when contrasted
with the ‘“‘ostentations Church of Eng-
land,"” and emitted the following amazing de-
jeotion:—

“When I look over (his startling seene of hu-
man lile, and think that three milllons of hue
man belogs are ocompressed lnto fiteon mliles
of brick apd moriar, und tbhat there is nol s day
thut paases from morning into night, and from
nieht info glernity, Lhat dosas Dot s&6 ‘one more
unfortunsie’ sdded (o those who go Lo their
long seconnt unshrived and unkonown, I feel
thak I would rather be Charies H. Spurgeon,
surrounded with the love of the rescued souls

uf tbhe working people of hias parish, than the
llﬁ‘rg Lishop of & wousand parisies of Enge

This is very nice. But it was betier when
Forney went to Westminster Abbey, ““Very
grand,”” be exclalms, “were the monaments
to Shakespeare, Pitt, Cauning, Wilberfores
and Peel, and the men and women who oawe
after them, some eminent in arms, letters and
arte, and others only known for their titles
and thelr vices!"" “Very usafulto the stadent,”
adds this thoughtful man, “‘were the dates re-
vived and the facls freshened by these start-
ling pietores in stone 1I"?

hen, baving had his ‘‘dates revived” and
his “fuots fresbeued,” Formey "‘looked into

. among the *unknown?’

tha glaxed eyes of these marvellons figures’’
snd tugged at his own waistband, liftad
himsell quite off the ground, say a foot or so,
and gasped In poetio prose. He thought of all
kinds of things, of Benjamin Franklin and
John Adams, *‘the father of the eminent
citizen who now reflects such honor upon onr
conntry at the Eoglish court,” and whose
dismal lot, we may add, it is to be ob to
invite casual Republican politicians to diover.
He thought also of Lord Baltimors, and Wil
liam Penn and the Pilgrim Fathers. ‘‘Wonld
it be irreverent,”” he asks, '‘to say that most
of thete mon -iwlya felt that their country
was misunderstood and misrepresented
England; that ita aaserted greatness was fre-
quently ignored and its olaim asa free govern-
ment set aside as presumptuous in the pre-
gence of the hated institution of slansry, pro-
tected by our Constitution "' To which we
reply, nnhesitatingly, that to say this of men
who died a century or so before our Constitu-
tion was drawn up, would hardly ba “trreve-
rent,”’ though it might be idiotic. It seems
indeed to have bad the eflfect of deatroying
utterly what slight coherence ever exiats in
the mind of Forney, whp went straight on
fnto this astonndingly delirions outburast:—

“1 goon nnswered this question to myseif. As
the rubleund verger sarried us through thesa
slony aisles and with hils routine voles gave us
our shilling’'s worih of British blstory, 1 some-
times asked who slept beneath the marble
floor, and more than once he told me that Lhe
nsme bad besn obliterated, and, of course, the
subject itself forgoiten. Almost involuntarily
1turped to my own country, and remembered
that, If we had no groat monumental store-
bouse In whiolh to preserve our beést baloved,
we had whal was better, in the buarial "l;unndl
of the heroes who died that llberty might live.
In an inslant my last visit to the sacred
fields porth and south of Washluglon
clly remppeared to me with all its soul-
moving Incidents. It was only a twelvemonth
ago—an eovening in May, full of the flush
and perfume of an early Boutbhern suminer,
How different the feeling that torilled
nud filled mwe then from Lthe cold surpriss and
ecalenlating inquiry of my vislt to Westminster
Abbey ! 1saw the graves of over five thousand
of the three hundred thousnnd that fought and
fell In the mighty stroggle against slavery; and
if 1 stood in the midstof the momories Lthey
awakened withont tears, who wlill blame me?
There, an In this old Abbey, Lhere were some
whose forms bad not onlﬁmm from thesarilh,
but whose very names bhad been lost in the din
of battle. What American wuo has paused be-
tween Lhe silent sireels of Lthese oltles of the
herole dead, has not ngonlzed over the Insorip.
tion that recorded s0 many of the sleepers
But not forgoiten,
like the antigue dust of the Abbhey—the dust,
doubtless, of some of the man bhunters of the
past. Thank God for it, no! We nead bulld no
L wering plies, hew no colossal figures, earve no
stony wreslhs, irace no hollow praises, (o keep
thelr deeds fresh and fregrant 1o a noailon's le-
naclous gratitude.”

Some msy prefer spring, some may prefer
gnmmer; but as for me—give me liberty or
ive me death! The Star Bpangled Banner!
th daily! And advertisernents acourately
inserted at the usual rates.

When Forney, on matters religions, falters
from drivel into flat blasphemy we decline to
follow him, as where, for example, on attend-
ing service at St George’s Chapel, he ob-
serves:—'‘l am frank to gay that it seems to
me God must give a warmer welcome to the
fervent Congregationalist than to the perverse
Ritualist.”” His conception of the Almighty,
in fact, as it deily shines out here and there
throngh his book, seems to be a grotesque
compound of the gentlemanly barkeeper of the
“‘Continental Hotel, Philadelphia,’ with the
President of a Loyal League Club.

Astonishing as Forney is in England, he is
nothing to Vorney on the Continent. Being
utterly unable either to read or speak. or
understand a word of French or German, he
was unrestrained by any external influences
in forming and nttering his opinions in regard
to the polities, the social life, and the religion
of the French and German people,

Hera is his way of '‘studying’’ Frenoh poli-
tics:—*"The Emperor's Government being the
great political Karopean problem, I tried to
get a close view of it, and this afternoon visited
the Corps Logislatif, the same as the House of
Commons in Epgland, and the House of Re-
presentatives in the United States.,” “I did
not understand what was said.”’ However,
“Dir, Evans, of Philadelphia,”’ settled in the
Rue de la Paix, is the best dentist in the
world. Forney dined with Dr. Evans, and saw
in the Bois de Bonlogne ‘“the dangerously besu-
tiful demi-monde and the fast men who follow
them into the valley and the shadows.' Bo
he was enabled to form a great many valuable
opiniong in regard to the Corps Légialatif,
and to thank God for the morality of his own
people, who would rather trap a tipsy man
into betrayiog a woman than sufler vice to
flonrish li{aagraen bay tree. He went to
see all the “nude ballets,’’ too, and condemned
them severely; and having seen the Saltan
whose ‘‘diplomatic title,"’ a8 to our profound
amazement he informs us, is ‘‘the Sublima
Ports,"’ sitting aidoool:{ side with ‘‘the Modern
Cwsar,”” he was g enough te pray ‘‘that
the comedy might mnot, like that stupendous

tacle of 1790, end in & y that
?::1:1 cover hnlf the world with fire and
blood.”

Here is his way of enlightening himself
about Germany:—

“At Cobleniz I stayed one evening and part of
n day 10 getl a ressonable ldea of Lhe extreme
Prosslan sentiment snd of the vast preparations
of the Government,”

But enough, and more than enough, of this
dreary bosh. How Forney went to Switzer-
land and made & speech about William Teil
and Governor Curtin; he who took Normandy
to bea “"Roman Duchy,” and Grosvenor to
mean “‘gubernatorial station;"’ how he gazed
in amazement on ‘“four hundred ons in
the British Commeons, and two h in the
Frevch Corps Législatif, not one of whom in-
dulged in the American practioe of ijvltl.ing;"
how he was shocked by fres trade, and pleased
with the Tower of London; how he regards Mr.
Btavton as the greatest living statesman, and
how hie agreed with John Bright in the hope
that “ere long colored #'atesmen, the equals
of our white Jeaders, wounld take their place in
Congrese;"" all these things it were long totell,
longer to read of.

If any ome, worn and weary with wading
through even 'his mitigated margh of Forney,
ask us whereforo we meddle therewith, let
him be answered that this man is a Pharises
and a Soribe In the Bynagogué of the Republi-
cans. He is s type of their oultare, of their
charaoter, of L{eir intelligence, their taach-
ableness, their general fitness to deal with the
destinies of a great people, and with the

oblems of reconstruction in Amarica.
“These be thy gods! O Isrsel!' And they
that make them are like unto them; likewise
is every one that belleveth in them.
